LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


j   The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  £  states  as  follows: 

"Trading  in  staple  cotton  was  very  light  during  the  past  week  in 
New  Bedford  and  in  other  New  England  cotton  mill  centers,  but  prices 
held  firm  and  steady,  owing  to  the  dearth  of  offerings.     Buying  demand 
was  confined  to  small  filling-in  lots  and  there  seemed  to  be  a  definite 
limit  to  the  prices  mills  would  pay.     The  week  was  featured,  therefore, 
by  scattered  trading  in  odd  lots,  and  the  basis  on  which  one  deal  was 
put  through  bore  no  particular  relation  to  that  on  which  another  was 
negotiated .

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  12  states  as  follows: 

"Increased  buying  interest  in  cotton  was  noted  during  the  past  week  in 
certain  quarters  of  the  New  England  market  and  some  scattered  trading 
was  done,  but  it  was  chiefly  in  small  odd  lots,  and  mostly  at  prices 
somewhat  under  the  generally  quoted  figures.     The  dearth  of  offerings 
in  most  Eastern  spot  centers  is  a  feature  of  the  present  queer  market 
situation,  and  offerings  based  on  quotations  from  the  Southern  con- 
centration centers  are  so  stiff  in  price  that  sales  to  mill  consumers  are 
seldom  possible  unless  the  mill  is  in  a  jam.

. From  reports  to  hand  from  up-country  it  looks  that  the  Sakel 
acreage  is  reduced  between  20  per  cent  and  30  per  cent.  Also 
Fouadi  is  reduced.     There  is  a  slight  increase  of  the  Zagora  acre- 
age, a  fair  increase  of  that  of  Guiza  7,  and  a  very  substantial 
increase  (perhaps  almost  double)  of  the  Mearad  acreage.

The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is 
reported  as  having  been  6,827  bales  in  April,  compared  with  6,933 
bales  in  March  and  7,283  bales  in  February.
